“In looking over the text-Looks nasd in
our schools, treating on physival geography,
thers sesms to be a lack of information in
regard to the natural forces working to sup-
ply this couutry with rain. - Thinking that
my unusuial exporience in that divoction may
be of some valne, I have hera made a state.
ment of the main facts for publication: —

“Having passed several years of sea life on
different ovenns, in search of whales, a por-
tion of my voynges have benn spent in the
Atlantio Ocean, especially in the belt of the
northeast trade winds, whern a seclion of
them swerps over a breadth of osenn and
sen, on a truck over one thonsand miles wide
of inlilmln. nnd alength of over fonr thou-
sand miles of longitude, reaching from Africs
to Mexico, crossing the Wesl ludia Islands
and a portiou of Florida.

“*While cruising in this belt, off the const
of Afrion, I often experienced n warm, dry
wind, from Lhe desert, always pocompanied
with a fine vellow dust, as light apparently as
smoke, which I have known to extend a third
of the way noross the ogean, and #o0 dense al
times a8 to make the navigation dangerous
around the islands off the coast; while the

“My cruises generally ended in zigzag
courses, while drifting with the winds and
currentia oi these humorous trades, through
the various passages of the West Iudia
Islands, whers I saw a portioa of the sxceed.
ingly moiat ntmosphere condensed by the
mountains aud previpitated; yet with the ra.
mainder 1 have been walted on into the Gulf
of Mexico, even to the moukth of the Missis-
siﬁpi river, where I resorted for supplies,
while the humid winds passed on to water
tLhe great valley beyond.

*1 know it is generally supposed that the
northeast trados, 8o called, presipitate their
bumidity on the northern coast of BSouth
America and the eastern slops of Central
Amerioa and Mexico, whieh they do in part,
and give these regions a thorongh drenching;
but I also know, from long exporience, that
the northern portion of the trades often blow
from the south of east, 5o much so, in fact,
I bave sailed from the vicinity of the West
India Islands, making nearly an east course,
two-thirds of the distance across the ocean.
In fact, the veering of the trades will com-
pare favorably with the great rnin-storms that
sometimes spread over a portion of the
United Btates., -

*‘I have often thought that the West India
Islands, extending as they do from the centre
of the trades 1500 miles to the northwest,
may serve Lo divert a large mmnount of vapor
in that direction. Thus it is reasonabls to
suppose thut a portion of the cvaporation of
those desert-heated trades are wafted over
the United Btates, where the variable winds
and the level nature of the country facili-
tate a wide and even distribution of rain,
The evaporation being greatest in summer,
the average fall of rain should generally be
greater during that season. I am also led to
believe that hurricanes, moving as they do
from the centre of the great evaporation des-
oribed, convey a large amount of vapor
towards the United BStates; and that the
heated winds from BSahara assist in keeping
up the temperature of the Gulf Stream, as
well as swelling its volume.,"

SURF-SWIMMERS,

Captain Cook, whose *““Voyages' is now a
book seldom read, gives the following spi-
rited acoount of the surf-swimming o? the
Sandwich Islanders, which will not improba-
bly be new to many of our young readers: —
*“The surf, which breaks on the coast round
the bay, extends to the distance of about 150
yards from the shore, within which space
the surges of the sea, accnmulating from the
shallowness of the water, are dashed against
the beach with prodigious violence. When-
ever, from stormy weather, or any extraordi-
nary swell at sea, the impetnosity of the surf
is increased to its utmost height, thay choose
that time for this amusement, which is

rformed in the following manner:—
